Wasuineton, P. C., Jan, 21.—Irwin fulfilled 
his promise, and this morning testified in the 
| @acific Mail Inquiry. He was in a very feeble 
physical condition. His testimony was confined 
to the affirmation of the correctness ot the 
Abert list, The only difference was the addition 
of one or two unknown names for small sums, 
and the statement that the $25,000 was charged 
to Col. John W. Forney directiy on Irwin’s 
books, and not the correspondent, McFarland. 
Irwin's testimony in this particular fully con- 
firms the original statement of MacFariand. The 
$25,000 was designed for Forney's use. Irwin 
also showed that King recetved froyhim $135,- 
000 instead of $115,000. He Schumaker 
$300,000 instead of $275,000, 

JOHN d. SCHUMAKER 

subsequently asked the Committe to believe an 
amazing story, which they did not. Schumaker 
protested against being called until he should 
have heard Irwin's statement. The Committee 
decided that he had had quite time enough, and 
should be compelled to answer.

THE LITTLE TARIFF BILL, 
INCIDENTS OF ITS PASSAGE. 

Svecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasutxeron, D. C., Jan. 21.—The House late 
in the day passed the Little Tariff bill as report- 
ed from the Conference Committee. ere was 
much opposition to the bill, especially on the 
part of the Southern members. Beck, one of the 
col freres who refused to sign the conference re- 
port, claimed that the bill afforded no substan- 
tial advantage, avd that it does not conform to 
the revised statutes, It is certain that the bill 
will materially add to the revenue, The highest 
estimate is $2,000,000. 

THE PRINCIPAL FEATURES 
are the revision with respect to mixed goods, 
and the change of the duty on hops from 5 to 8 
cents per pound, and the additional duty im- 
pos ed upon still wines. 

Burchard, of Illinois, opposed the bill on ac- 
count of the change in the duty on hops, and be- 
cause he thought it did not differ from the bill 
defeated last year. Coosiderable opposition to 
the bill was from members who advocated the 
policy of delaying tariff legislation until the new 
tax bill, which is being prepared at the Treasury 
Department, should be presented. The present 


tobacco tax is unchanged.

OBJECTION TO THE LITTLE TARIFF HILL. 

Wasnrneror, D. C., Jan, 21.—In the House 
this morning Mr. Maynard presented the report 
of the Conference Committee on what is known 
as the Little Tariff bill. 

Mr. Maynard proceeded to explain the report 
and the modifications which it proposes to make 
in exieting customs duties. 

Mr. Beck said that as a member of the Confer- 
ence Committee he had declined to sign the re- 
port, because the House had given up to the 
Senate everything that was of value iu the origi- 
nal bill, and accepted from the Senate things 
that ought not to have been put in the bill. He 
did not know a single amendment which it 
made to the existing law that was 
beneficial; or if there was it was 
of such slight value that the House ought not 
| to accept the report. The only material difer- 
ence between this conference report and the one 
| which the House voted down the last session by 136 
to 49 was that this report increased the duty on 
hops from 5 cénts to 8 cents per pound, and this 
report was just that much worse than the last 
one, 

The proposition to increase from 50 to 60 per 
cent the duties on mixed {silk goods of which 25 
per cent is cotton, he characterized asa little 
bit of steal,” got up for the benefit, priacipally, 
of three mantufactories in New Jersey, He be- 
lieves that that provision would result in the loss 
of $2,000,000 of revenue, 

Mr. Kasson expressed his dissent from the 
‘views expressed by Mr. Beck, and gave it as his 
opinion that the bill would result iu an increase 
of che revenue.

» PRESIDENTIAL ELECTORS. 
SOME OF THE DEFECTS IN OUR PRESENT SYSTEM, 
Wasnzineton, D. C., Jan. 21.—In the Senate 
this morning, unfinished business, being the 
resolution from the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections proposing an amendment to the Con- 
stitution in regard to the election of President 
and Vice-President, was called up. ' 
Mr. Morton said this was a subject entirely 
above all party considerations. Men of all par- 
ties could address themselves to it independently 
of the excitement which now pervades the coun- 
try. The proposition was to amend the Consti- 
tution so as to bring the election home to the 
people as néar as possible, and at the same 
time ayoid the dangers which are threatened by 
the present mode. When he looked back over 
the history of this country it was a matter of 
surprise to him that there had not been troable 
resulting from the imperfection of our tem. 
There was no power now in Congress or in the 
Stafes to settle a contested election in cases of 
electors. An election of electors 
MIGHT BE ATTENDED WITH FRAUD, VIOLENCE, AND 
: TUMULT, 
and there was no power to correct the evil. He 
pointed out, atsome length, the imperfections 
of the present system, and said un it too 
much power was vested in the hands of the 


Vice-President, or President of the 
Senate, to whom the electoral votes 
must be sent under seal. Six times it had ha 


pened that the Vice-President had counted the 
votes when he himself was a candidate. John 
Adams counted the vote and declared himself 
elacted in 1797. Jefferson counted the vote in 
1801, when there was à tic. Suppose there had 
been two sets of electors there from any one 
State, one set making a tie vote, aud the other 
electing Jefferson. There was no power to pre- 
vent him from counting the vote which would 
bave elected him. Again, in 1821, “Tomkins, 


In 1827 Van Buren did the 
and declared himself elected. 
Johnson counted the vote, and in 1861 Breckin- 
ridge did so. Although the count had been 
honest in all these cases, an instance might 
arise when dishonesty on the part of a Vice- 
President would elect. It did not seem to have 
occurred to the framers of the Constitution that 
there might be two sets of delegates, or fraud 
in their election.

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MARQUETTE.

Lecture by the Be. Father Riordan. 

The Rev. P. W. Riordan lecturtd on Father 
Marquette” in the Union Catholic Library Hail, 
corner State aud Monroe streets, last evening. 
There was a very good attendance, and the ut- 
most interest was manifested in the discourse, 
although the lecturer, reading from manuscript, 
had not the best possible opportunity for dis- 
playing his acknos ledged oratori¢al ability. 

Father Riordan ‘commenced by alluding very 
eloquently to the Jesuit Order, which, founded 
in the sixteenth century, suddenly sprapg into 
fame, and displayed a spirit of chivalric devotion 
in the advancement of religion never excelled 
since Apostolic times. At this day the same 
celebrated body was the object of more venera- 
tion and more ljatred than any organization 
known to mankind. For his own part, 
he expressed the highest admiration for 
the supreme cotirace, the ardent devotion, 
the splendid lea:ning, and the self-sacrificing 
spirit of the Jesut Fathers. The Roman 
Oathalic Church was the pioneer of the Ameri- 
can Coatinent, and the glory of tle Cross follow- 
ed its march through the wide domain of the 
aboriginal tribes, from the forests of Canada to 
the waters of the Gulf. Columbus — himself, 
born in a Catholic country and sailing beneath 
a Catholic flag, showed this spirit of evangeliza- 
tion in the names which he bestowed on the 
places by him discovered. It was, however, 
reserved for tlie French missionaries to 
preach the word of God im regions of 
this continent where the foot of civilization had 
never trod before, and where the Indiaug sat in 
the shadow of the valley of death. 

The discovery of the Mississippi by De Soto 
was briefly referred to. He saw the mighty 
stream only to die and his body was buried in 
its waters. The vivors of his party spread 
the news of the great river which, 100 years later, 
became an object of discovery to all the 
adventurous spirits of those times. The 
Jesuits, spreading the light of the Gospel 
in the wildern beard of the Father of 
Waters " from the Iedian tribes, and many at- 
temps ure made to reach it, but without suc- 
cess, 80 far as known, until Father Marquette 
and bis companion, Joliet, dared all the dangers 
of so tremendous an undertaking, and, in the 
canoes, after navigating the FoLand Wisconsin 
Rivers, ssrmounting incredible difficulties, finally 
beheld the Missis#ippi at the point now known 
as Prairie du Chien, and sailed upon its bosom 
to the land of the Arkansas. The majestic scenerv 
of the virgin country was most poetically 
described, the lecturer following the wanderings 
of the brave Jeguit with a closeness which 
showeil how deeply he sympathized with the 
cause which brought him from distant France to 
end bis career on the shores of the great north- 
erp lakes. 

Father Riordan graphically described Mar- 
quette’s labors among the 
ticularly those of Lilinots, 
glowing tribute to his holy 
almost superhuman perseverance. The death 
scene of the good man, far from country and 
from civilization, was most affectingly dealt 
with, and, in that connection, the speaker did 
not forget the many martyrs of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church who had died at the hands of the 
savages in the performance of their sacred: mis- 
sion. 

Having followed the career of Marquette 
from its early beginning to his death, which oc- 
curred on the 1 or 19th of May, A. D. 1675, 
the lecturer next devoted some space to 
LaSalle aud Héennepio, both of whom 
baye left their mark on the history 
of this State. He related some interesting anec- 
dotes af those early days, and did not forget the 
remarkable story of ‘‘Starved Rock,” on the II- 
linois River, where ono of the last of the Illinois 
tribes of Indians sought refuge from the Pottawat- 
tomies, and there miserably perished of hunger. 
The 7777 of many of the towns and settle- 
meats of Illinois, abd of the entire Northwest 
showed how deep)y the Jesuit Order penetrated 
into the primeval continent. Their sway among the 
savages was gentle, and did not bring death and 
destruction in its track. That wag reserved for 
what was called ouf modern civilization, whose 
weapons were the sword and the rifle,—the rail- 
road, the telegraph, and the bank; whose tem- 
ple was the Board of Trade,—a civilization des- 
titute of heart, of foul, of sentiment, of every- 
thing that could wip the savage heart to love. 7 
was cold, calculating, and cruel, this implacable 
civilization, and, beneath it; the abo- 
riginal tribes rereded beyond the great 
river, and, ope by one, decayed 
and disappeared, of else were hopelessly lost to 
the Christian form of worship. This ciyiliza- 
tion, failing to conyinee the indian of its ex- 
cellance, resolved th exterminate him, and had 
all but succeeded im finally accomplishing that 
merciless mission. Bout, although the advance- 
meut of this age might be the subject of eulo 
and of se}f-cratulation to some people, it should 
not be forgotten that the Indians were not yet 
altogether extinct in America.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 21.--As time goes on, 
the interest in the Farmers’ Convention, which 
met again this morning, seems to grow less. 
Either the pockets or énthusiasm of many of 
the delegates gave out yesterday, for many of 
them went home then, and others bave gone on 
every train which has left the city since, so that, 
this afternoon, there were 

NOT MORE THAN 100 PresEyT. 

The Convention met promptly at 9, and ac- 
cepted the invitation of the Bloomington Associa- 
tion to meet in that city next year. Mr. Alexan- 
der, of Montgomery, offered the following reso- 


lution : 

Resolved, That the indetitedness of the country 
should be met and paid in good faith, in accordance 
with the pl of the nation, and that we scorn the 
idea that the industrial class desire to avoid the pay- 
ment of their just debts, 


The resolution was pounced upon from all 
sides of the house, and so pounded that there 
was little left of it when it reached the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions, where it was unceremoniously 
sent,and where it will sleep the sleep that knows 
no waking. Mr. Travellick took the floor at a 
slight interruption, and represented his pecn- 
liar theory of taxation, which, in short, was 
that the poor men should pay no texes and the 
rich man pay all, or, in other words, graduated 
taxation. To Hlustrate: The men worth 61.000 
should pay 1 per cent; the one worth $5,000, 5 
per cent, aud so on, increasing the percentage 
of taxation as the man grows richer. Mr. 
Fitzpatrick offered a resolution in favor 
of absolute free trade, which was 
well received, but referred, end found 
expressed in the platform in a modified form. 
It was stated in these dispatches the first day 
that a committee had been appointed to wait 
upon the Railroad Commissioners and Govern- 
or, and ascertain why the Railroad Slaw had not 
been effectually enforced, (|The following is 
the correspondence between the Committee and 
the Governor and Railroad Commissioners : 


TEE COMMITTEE TO THE GOVERNOR AND COMMIS-

SrINGFIiEecD, II., Jan. 20, 1875.—His Excellency Gov. 
Beveridge and gentlemen of the Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commisdoners: We have appointed 
a Committee on behalf of the IHinois State Farniers’ 
Association, with instructions to wait on you and ascer- 
tain, if possible, what obstacles are in the way of the 
immediate enforcement of the enactments known as 
our Bailroad laws; especially in reference to the rates 
for transportation of persons and property over the 
various railway lines in this State. 

It will not be considered impertinent for us to call 
your attention to the fact that the universal e of 
civilized nations is now, and ¢ver has been, to enforce 
all laws until they were either invalidated by decisions 
of the proper courts or repegled. But we have here 
an anomaly. The Railroad wi have been on our 
statute-books more than a year and no general obedi- 
ence has yet been accorded to them. 

It is useless for us to attempt to conceal from you 
the fact that the industrial people are growing restive 
under this long and tedious delay iu the enforcement 
of these laws. 

In order, therefore, that we may be able to con- 
vey to the State Farmers’ Assochtion the truth in 
regard to this matter, we would respectfully request 
you to make such reply to the following questions as 
you may think expedient (in writing), viz. ; 

Fivet—What obstacles are there in the way of the 
immediate enforcement of these laws? 

Are laws perfect ? 

Third—If not, what further legislation is necessary 
to secure the results aimed at b laws? 

Mourth—What is there to hinder the Executive from 
gueing out an injunction to prevent further violation 
of the law until it is invalidated by the courts or re-

—GENTLEMEN: Your communication of this date is 
received, informing us that you have been appointed 
a Committee on behalf of the State Farmers’ 
tion to confer with us, and ascertain, if possible, what 
Obstacles are in the way of the immediate enforce- 
ment of the enactmenis§ known as our Railroad la wa, 
especially in reference to the rates of transportaticn 
of 8383 and property over the various railway lines 
in this State; and propounding several questions in 
relation to the same subjects, as follows: 

„First What obstacles are in the way of the imme- 
diate enforcement of these laws? ” 

I reply, we say that we know of no obstacles in the 
way of fhe enforcement of these lawa, but those 
that prevent the enforcement of any penal 
statute. In order to enforce the collection 
of the penalties prescribed, the people must 
prove their case in court, and in this we neces- 
sarily encounter the same delays that attend any sim- 
ilar action. We can only say for ourselves that, in the 
cases brought, no delay has arisen, or has any contin- 
uance been granted at our own nest; on the con- 
trary, we have pushed them to trial as fast as possible, 
and now have the question for final decision before 
our Supreme Court, We have found it impossible to 
present the case at an earlier date, The delay has oo- 
curred in granting such time to the railroad com- 
panies to prenare a defense as, in the judgment ef the 
courts, seemed necessary for 6 fair hearing.

Inwm’s testimony is bearing very hard on 
the Hon. Jonny G. Scuvmaxer, who has final- 
ly taken refuge in blank and humiliating ig- 
norance.

There are efforts making at Springfield to 
abolish the State Board of Equalization, but 
we have not learned what is proposed to be 
substituted therefor. So long as the present 
system of taxation for State purposes by val- 
uation is adhered to, that Board, or one of 
some equivalent authority, is essential. The 
Board was created in the first instance to cor- 
rect abuses under the old, irresponsible prac- 
tice of assessments, and to abolish that 
Board without providing an equivalent Board 
would be to render the matter of State 
assessments a farce. We think, however, 
that the compositiqn of the State Board 
might be wisely changed. It now consists 
of one member from each Congressional 
District, with the Auditor. This Board is 
entirely too large for any intelligent or 
prompt discharge of its duties. Taxation is 
not levied by Congressional Districts, nor in 
the interests of counties, but in the interest 
of the whole State. The law might, we 
think, be appropriately amended by abolish- 
ing the present Board, and by making the 
Governor, Auditor, Attorney-General, Secre- 
tary of State, and Treasurer, er-, a 
Board to equalize the assessments. This 
Board would represent. the whole State, 
would be in possession of full information, 
would have the assistance of the Attorney- 
General, and could actually perform the du- 
ties more intelligently and equitably than 
any Board elected by districts. If the Legis- 
lature propose to reform the Board, we think 
the reform might take this shape. A large 


annual expense would thus be saved to the | 


State, and avery much better Board of 
Equalization would be substituted for the 
present clumsy concern. 


PASSAGE OF THE LITTLE TARIFF BILL. 

A year ago, under the pretense of correct- 
ing the language of the Tariff law and render- 
ing it clear, there was a bill concocted by a 
ring in Washington called the Little Tatiff 
bill.“ This bill embraces about forty items. 
It was passed by the House, amended by the 
Senate, and has since been migrating from 
one House to the other upon disagree- 
ing votes. It was, the other day, reported 
from a Conference Committee and passed in 
the Senate, and yesterday it passed the 
House. It now goes to the President for his 
approval. The bill is a fraud, but that fact 
unfortunately has not interfered with its 
passage. In every item of the bill the ex- 
isting tax is increased, and increased 
for some special interest, frequently for the 
benefit of a single firm or maker of a particu- 
lar article. It is a contemptible robbery of 
the public. Every picayune manufacturer 
who thinks he could make more money if 
Congress would so legislate as to prohibit 
competition, rushes down to Washington and 
asks to have an increase of the tax on mouse- 
traps, umbrella-sticks, clay pipes, and other 
articles; and forthwith the Committee on 
Ways and Means of the Congress of the 
United States reports a bill adding 10, 
20, or 30 per cent to the tax on each 
of these articles. This eternal patching of 
the Tariff law is not in the interest of revenue; 
on the contrary, it is to cut off revenue, by 
giving the manufacturer a monopoly, and 
forcing the public to pay him a special 
bounty. * 

It was but a day or two ago that a Phila- 
delphia member presented a demand that 
Congress shall increase the duty on silk um- 
brellas from 60 per cent to 90 per cent in 
gold. This is to enable somebody in Phila- 
delphia who makes silk umbrellas to charge 
90 per cent more for his goods than the pur- 
chaser could get them for in the absence of 
this monstrous tax. The Little Tarif bill,“ 
among other rascally things, proposes to in- 
crease the duty on the light still wines of Eu- 
rope to 40 cents a gallon, or to the sum of 

The present tax on that class 


bill makes that tax 100 per cent in gold, 
which, with the premiums on gold, the 
freight, the profits of importers on the tax, 
and other incidences, will make this tat equal 
to 140 to 150 per cent in currency.

The in- 
iquity of the bill was fully exposed 
when Rr rose to defend it.

: SENATOR CHANDLER. 

Eighteen years ago, ZacuaRiIAH CHANDLER, 
a rich and enterprising merchant of Detroit, 
was elected Senator of the United States by 
the Legislature of Michigan. In the same 
year, 1857, Isaac P. Cunisrtancy was elected 
Judge of the Supreme Court of the State by 
the people of Michigan. The two men have 
kept their respective positions ever since. 
Senator OUHANDIn has not had any violent 
opposition in either of his previous contests 
for re-election. Judge Curistrancy has had 
no opposition at all. After an exciting eon- 
test, and by one of the closest votes on record, 
he now succeeds Old Zen CuanpieR” as 
Senator. Eighteen years seems to be the 
limit of Senatorial service now. Probably no 
second Benton will ever write of Thirty 
Years in the United States Senate.”

so Short a time after his annual message is, 
at least, evidence of the very great importance 
he attaches to them; whether it has more 
significance than this or not he has not seen 
proper to make public. Certainly if we are 
likely to have war with Spain, or even if there 
is a remote probability of it, the commonest 
prudence suggests the supply of heavy rifled 
ordinance which the President recommends ; 
and, if there is no indication of such an 
event, it is infinitely better that money be 
expended in this direction than in the way af 
additional expenditures on stone forts and 
wooden ships. 

That portion of the message which refers 
to the conversion of our 1,300 large gmooth- 
bore cannon into rifle should receive the im- 
mediate sanction of Congress. The money 
asked for this purpose is insignificant as 
compared with the demands usually made for 
great public improvements. The late 
American experiments with ‘rifled ¢annon 
show us to be in advance, in this branch of 
ordnance, of the European nations; and, if 
$250,000, or twice that sum, will enable 
us to avail ourselves fully of this advan- 
tage, we should not be slow to appro- 
priate it. The invention which has made 
the proposed change ‘practicable is a 
rifled steel core, which is introduced into the 
old smooth-bore guns. The cast-metal guns 
are heated, which expands the bore. While 
in this condition the rifled steel core is driven 
in, and, when the iron cools, it shrinks on 
the core, holding it hard and fast. This steel 
core is found to add greatly to the strength 
of the gun. The cannon thus reconstructed 
is practically a new weapon of double strength 
for longer range and extraordinary penetrat- 
ing power. In this manner, large old-style 
ordnance, rendered utterly useless by the 
improvements in iron ship-building, be- 
comes thoroughly efficient. As stated by 
the President, a 10-inch §samooth-bore 
can thus be converted into an S. inch 
rifle, capable of piercing over a foot of iron. 
This is rather understating than overstating 
the efficiency of the newly-invented rifle-bore. 
The experiments at Boston, some months 
singe, showed that these remodeled guns 
drive a bolt, at short range, through fourteen 
inches of iron, and into thick oaken wood be- 
yond. At longer range the force was corre- 
spondingly great, throwing either a bolt or a 
shell. The London Tunes, in commenting 
on these experiments, said that, if they were 
correctly reported, these new rifle-cannon 
coul pierce and explode any iron-clad man- 
of-war in the British navy. Certainly we 
should not fail nor delay to provide the power- 
ful advantage which this invention will give 
us. 

There is not an appropriation bill passes 
Congress but contains an extravagant appro- 
priation for forts and fortifications. The 
actual disburseménts on fortifications during 
1874 were $2,263,991. Here will be found 
an opportunity for sufficient retrenchment to 
offset the additional expenditures recom- 
mended by the President for heavy ordnance. 
The experience of the War of the Rebellion 
ought to have been convincing that no forti- 
fications are so serviceable as earthworks. 
There are always men enough to throw them 
up in emergencies. We can, therefore, well 
“afford to spare some of our annual expendi- 
tures—and the more of it the better—in this 
direetion, and to devote more to heavy ord- 
nance, This is likewise an expenditure for 
coast-defense, and one that will prove more 
efficient, if the best iron-clads can be pierced 
and exploded at @ range of a mile or more, 
than any elaborate system of stone and brick 
fortifications. We shall then have at our 
command an effective weapon for attack as 
well of defense in case of a foreign war. 
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THE CHOCTAW CLAIM.

Like Jay 
Cooxs, he invested in railroads and wild-cat 
speculations, instead of following the le- 
gitimate paths of the banking busi- 
ness, Like Jay Conz, he had half 
a dozen banks located in various cities 
and States,—one of them in New York. Like 
Jax Cooxz, he was ‘ sprawled out in all di- 
rections, and was dabbling in everything, and 
carrying everything, from speculative rail- 
roads to speculative newspapers. Like Jay 
Cooxz, too, he seems to have earned his repu- 
tation for generosity and good-fellowship at 
the expense of the stockholders and deposit- 
ors in his bank. But, unlike Jay Cooxg, he 
has not made over his entire real and personal 
property for the benefit of the creditors of his 
bank; though, if he did, the resemblance 
would reappear in the fact that the property 
of both men is very generally pledged, and 
likely to be exhausted before the creditors of 
the banks can be satisfied.

THE NEW YORE COUNCIL OF POLITICAL 
REFORM. 

This organization has just issued a pam- 
phlet, containing the record of its four-and-a 
half years’ work. When it was organized, 
Twrep and his Ring were supreme.

_ PACIFIC MAIL INVESTIGATION. 

We wish distinctly to express our approval 
of the commendable zeal and pertinacity of 
the Pacific Mail Investigating Committee in 
pursuit of the newspaper reporters who re- 
ceived ‘‘ retainers” to use their influence 
with Congressmen. But, at the same time, we 
do not care to see the attention of the Com- 
mittee so entirely absorbed in the Bohemians 
as to neglect the inquiry into the part which 
members of Congress played in Pacifie Mail 
bribery, and to this end we will ask a few 
questions : 

1. Why does the Committee fail to call for 
that notorious Drton list of Congressmen 
who deposited $1,000 bills about the time of 
the passage of the subsidy? It is not likely 
that many members will be found to roll in 
$1,000 bills, and deposit several before break- 
fast every morning.

REMEDY FOR EXTORTION, 
THE LAW IN THE CASE. 

The remedy for extortion on the part of Jus- 
tices of the Peace in the matter of fees seems to 
be ample, but, owing to the small amount in- 
volved, litigants who are overcharged do not 
think it worth while to make a complaint and 
have the guilty ones punished. As will be seen 
by the statute extracts below, a Justice or Con- 
stable who charges or takes more tnan the law 
allows him for his services can be indicted under 
the general law. and also be gued by the swin- 
dled plaintiff or defendant in an action of debt,

AMUSEMENTS. 


WAGNER’S “ LOMENGRIN.” 

Mr, Strakoech is to be credited with having 
given to the Chicaro public in the representa- 
tion of Lohengrin the first intelligent and 
sustained performance of Wagner's music it bas 
hed. Wagners music has not been unfamiliar 
bere, either upon the operatic or the concert 
stage, but it has been given hithorto in scraps. 
„ Tannhauser” has been twice presented,—the 


first time at McVicker’s Theatre, Jan. 13, 1865, | 


with Graff, Himmer, Habelmaun, Johannsen, 

Trederici, and Cavyissa; and the second 

time at the Crosby Opera-Honse, Feb. 17, 1871. 

with Lichtmay, Bernard, Habelmann, Roemer. 

Franosch, Vierling, and Wilhelm Formes,—but 
on both these occasions the opera was ex- 
tensively mutilated, and wretchedly performed, 

and with scanty and crude material. Theodore 
Thomas has done a great work as a Wagner 
missionary. His programmes in this city have 
included fifty-two Wagner numbers; but as 
Wagner has written very little legitimate con- 
cert-room music, Mr. Thomas, except in three 
numbers,—the Kaiser March,“ Huldigung’s 
March,“ and the Faust Overture,”—has been 
obliged to give excerpte from the operas, which, 

notwithstanding the admirable character of their 
performance, have suffered by being detached 
from their dramatic surroundings’ and mu- 
sical context. These excerpts have included the 
Overture, March, and Bacchanale from ‘‘Tann- 
hauser ; the Vorspiel, introduction, Chorus, 

aad March (third act) from Lohengtin ; selec- 
tions from The Flying Dutchman ” ; the Over- 
ture and Ballet from ‘“ Rienzi”; tbe Finale 
to the third act of The Meistersenger”™; and 
from che Nibelungen Trilogy’; the stormy 

Introduction and Finale to Tristan and Isolde; 
and the weird Ritt der Walkueren.” In the 
presentation of these numbers, Mr, Thomas 
paved the way to a bett er appreciation of one of 
Wagners sustained works, like Lohengrin.“ 
for instance ; and although the instrumentauon 
by an ordinary operatic orchestra must inevita- 
biy suffer, when compared with that by Mr. 
Thomas’ incomparable organization, still, what 
Mr. Thomas has done has given people glimpses 
of the meaning and spirit of Wagoer’s music 
which they could not otherwise have had. 

It is impossible within ordinary newspaper lim- 
its to present a clear idea of the Wagnerian 
theory of music. He and his disciples have 
written volumes in elucidation of it, and hie d- 
versaries have written volumes per cs it, and 
the fight still rages ; his music is still the music 
of the future, not of the present, although, in 
* Loheugrin,” some exception may be taken 
to this statement, from the fact that when he 
wrote it he had not carried his theories so far as 
to necessitate the“ sacrifice of the ordinary op- 
eratic forms, such as appears in the Nibelungen 
Trilegy,” and that it is very popular in the world. 
One fit! e extract from Wagner's A oy on the 
Opera” will throw considerable light upon his 
theory, however. He says: 

What we want to express in music is only feeling 
and sensation, Mugic renders in its tullest sway the 
pure emotional foundation of the word which in our 
essentially logieal speech cannot be seve from its 
mixture of reasoning. It is only the po of express- 
ing distinctly the separate and individual that music 
gains by its blending with worded utterance. If this 


connection is to be fruitful, there must be in the words 
themselves an innate want and desire for pure senti- 


an 
mental expression, and this the nature of the 
musico-poetical speech steals is sufficiently defined, 
It can be nothing but the purely human freed from 
the fetters of ail conventionalities. 

Wagner's prime object is to arrive at dramatic 
truth; to arrive at dramatic truth, he must of 
necessity make the poetical element superior to 
the musical element. To accomplish this, he must 
of necessity write his own libretti, which he 
does, and these he does not write with reference 
to the music which is to illustrate them. On the 
other haod, the music must be made to suit the 
libretto, and to explain its text and its emotions, 
which he claims cannot be done, when fet 
by the conventional operatic forms. In order, 
therefore, to base his music upon the poetical 
contingencies, he must sacrifice the old forms of 
musical expression as well as of poetical rhythm. 
And this he does. One will search in vaio, 
even in Lohengrin.“ for the conven- 
tional aria, and series of concerted pieces linked 
together by recitative, which characterize the 
modern These are not onlrgsacrificed, but 
also the finales, with which other composers 
round off their acts, and the ensembles, withs 
which they seek to lend additional dramatic in- 
tensity and effect to their situations. He con- 
centrates his force upon the dialogue, precisely 
as the dramatist works, and does not for once ad- 
mit that any situation can suggest an aria or & 
duo, or any concerted form. This can be de- 
manded only by the text, and the resuit is a sur- 
prise to the bearer, as well as a jar upon him, 
from tbe startling transitions and changes which 
are constantly occurring. 

We now come to *‘ Lohengrin,” which marks a 
transition period in Wagner's life and work. 


Wagner's earliext works, which took the form of 


instrumental compositions, excepts small — 
based upon Shakspeare’s Measure for Meas- 
ure,” were failures. His firet serious work was 
„ Rienzi,“ the theme of which was borrowed 
from Bulwer’s novel. He sought to compete 
with Meyerbeer in Paris by producing a spectac- 
ular work, but the Parisians would have none of 
it, aud at this point commenced Wagner’s strug- 
gle with the world. Defeated in his projects, 
and disgusted with the world in geygeral, he gave 
up modern subjects, and sought consolation 
in old mythological German themes. Heine's 
version of Ihe Flying Dutchman, which he 
gives in The Memoirs of Herr von Schnabel 
ewopski,” furnished him with his next theme, 
and brought forth his first emotional work, 
which was quickly followed by ‘‘ Tannhauser,” 
produced in 1845, in which his ideas began to 
take form. He had already quit the old standards, 
ceased to tickle the ear with sensgeus melody, 
and had forever banished the fear that the hand- 
organ manufacturer might set his music upon 
the agonizing barrel. Then came Lohengrin.“ 
tha theme of which he borrowed from the old 
legend of the Holy Graal. It was written in 1945, 
and produced at Weimar in 1850, under the 
auspices of Liszt, who then and theie gave in 
bis adhesion to “the music of the Future.” 
His ideas found still further advancement in this 
work. His libretto became more poetical. He 
left the old forms further behina, although ho 
introduced some lovely melodies and imposing 
harmonic works. It was, however, his final re- 
nunciation of the pomps and vanities of the old 
musical world. The “ Meistersaenger of Nurn- 
berg” aroused the storm about his ears, but he 
bad sternly set his face toward the future, and 
out of the Mastersinger grew the great 
Nibelungeru Trilogy,” composed of Rhine- 
gold.“ Valkyre,” Tristan and Isalde,” and 
„ Siegfried,” upon which ho is still at work with 
reference to their production next year at Bai- 
reuth. .
